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May Construction Hits 
Ten Million Dollars , 
But Housing Permits Decrease

More than $10 million worth of 
construction was begun in Plano 
during the past month. 
Chief Building Official Ralph Shick 
issued 187 single family residential 
permits in May, a decline of seven 
percent from May of 1976. 
Residential construction has also 
fallen about ll percent compared to 
April. For the year to date, housing 
has dropped 22 percent comparing 
1977 to 1976. 
At the end of May last year, 1,019 
homes valued at $24,313,792 had been 
built. On May 31 of this year, 831 
homes valued at $39,595,900 had been 
authorized. 
Homes built during the past month 
were valued at $8,958,870. An ad­ 
ditional $86,904 in renovations were 
approved in 26 projects. 
Four retail establishments valued 
at $135,500 were also approved. New 
retail permits were granted to 
Stoneway School for a day care center 
at 3912 Alma ($118,000), Henry S. 
Miller for a Century 21 Real Estate 
office at 2149 Park ($10,000), K E. 


Young for a portable building for a 
used car lot at 1304 Avenue K ($5,000) 
and Gus Melde for a dry cleaners at 
2143 Park ($2,500).

A Hill ruling against the use of 
agricultural values would force a 
revision in the school finance bill 
which failed in the closing hour of the 
regular legislative session.

Laetrile Testing 
Halts Cancer Spread 


NEW YORK (UPI) — Experiments 
with mice at Sloan Kettering Institute 
for Cancer Research have turned up a 
possible plus for the controversial 
drug Laetrile — it won’t cure breast 
cancer but it appears to keep it from 
spreading into the lungs in 8 out of IO 
cases. 
Dr. Robert A. Good, president of the 
institute, Wednesday released a

Sugiura, who said he found Laetrile 
helpful in keeping 8 out of IO cases of 
breast cancer in mice from spreading 
into the lungs, was asked what he 
would recommend if his daughter had 
breast cancer. 
“Surgery, 
chemotherapy 
and 
Laetrile,” he said. 
“If you had cancer yourself, would 
you take Laetrile,” he was asked. 
“It couldn’t hurt and it might help,” 
he said. 
Sugiura, a native of Japan, said 
many doctors believe his findings are 
valid, but fellow scientists at Sloan- 
Kettering said they do not place much 
scientific credence in his work with 
Laetrile because it has not been 
duplicated. 
Sugiura told United Press Inter­ 
national this is the first time in 60 
years that scientists at the Institute 
have not been able to duplicate his 
work. 
“It is unusual,” he said. “I will stick 
by my research.” 
In the review of research released 
Wednesday, the institute had this to 
say about Sugiura’s work:

The accident occurred 
at 6:15 p.m. in the 1600 block of 
County Still Pays for 1974 Murders 


Collin County taxpayers have 
contributed more than $20,000 over the 
past three years to bring to justice the 
killers of three rural county residents, 
and more and more money continues 
to 
be 
poured 
into 
the 
legal 
proceedings. 
The $60 robbery of the Hilltop 
Grocery near McKinney on May ll, 
1974 shocked county residents because 
of the tragic deaths of three persons in 
the course of the crime. 
Within days, three suspects were 
arrested, statements were taken and 
it appeared the “wheels of justice” 
would turn quickly and penalize those 
responsible for the deaths of store- 


owner Preston Broyles and his two 
young customers, Billy St. John and 
Gary Coker. 
The first suspect, Robert Excel 
White, was quickly brought to trial 
and convicted. But today, more than 
three years after Broyles, St. John 
and Coker were buried, final outcome 
of the case has not been determined. 
And Collin County is still paying out 
cash for the prosecution and defense 
of White and one of his partners in the 
crime, James Livingston. 
Local taxpayers have already 
contributed more than $14,000 just in 
justice proceedings for White’s case 
only. 


The 
convicted 
murderer 
is 
currently on Death Row at the Hunt­ 
sville State Prison. An August 15 
hearing has been set for White’s 
appeal on a Writ of Habeas Corpus 
from the Federal District Court in 
Tyler and the case could continue to 
higher courts from there. 
The longer the proceedings drag on, 
the more money county taxpayers 
must spend. 
White’s initial trial resulted in the 
county paying $1,306 in jury fees; 
$2,242 in processing trial transcripts; 
$910 in travel; $314 
for medical 
testimony; and more than $9,000 in 
attorney fees. Livingston’s trial costs 


were probably close to those of White. 
The $14,000-plus bill for White’s case 
does not include the amount of money 
needed to pay for appeal procedures, 
and according to Collin County 
Auditor Bill Eubanks, there is no way 
to tell how high the appeals costs 
could be. 
“We haven’t received any bills yet 
for the appeals procedures,” Eubanks 
said. 
“ And it 
would 
be 
pure 
speculation for me to guess what those 
costs would be.” 
“Unaccountable” costs would push 
the total up even higher—costs such 
as paying for the time spent on the 
case by the District Attorney’s office 


or Sheriff’s Dept. 
199th District Court Judge Tom 
Ryan, who presided over White’s 
original trial and several subsequent 
hearings, agreed with Eubanks that 
any figures released now on appeals 
costs would be "pure guesswork.” 
“I haven’t received any bills yet for 
the appeals procedure, but anticipate 
those bills will come in later,” Ryan 
said. 
Included will be the attorney fees 
for White’s two appeals through the 
Texas Court of Criminal Appeals and 
possibly the appeals to federal courts. 
Judge Ryan said he wasn’t sure if 
the county would be asked to foot the 


bill for federal court expenses saying 
only that he knew persons who cannot 
afford attorneys must be provided 
with legal representation paid by the 
county. 
In his upcoming appeal, even if 
White should win a decision over­ 
turning his conviction, the prosecution 
can go a step further in the appeals 
court seeking affirmation of the 
conviction and sentence of death. 
But until all appeals are exhausted 
and a definite decision on the fates of 
the killers is made, White’s and 
Livingston’s legal proceedings will 
continue to be fueled with tax money 
from the Collin County coffers.

Cryogenics Future 
Newest Energy Saver?

NEW YORK (UPI) - One 
of the more fascinating 
prospects for saving energy 
in the years to come is 
through cryogenics — ex­ 
ploitation of the fact that at 
temperatures of around 460 
below zero, electricity meets 
with zero resistance in many 
applications. 
This makes possible the 
miniaturization of a wide 
variety of devices ranging 
from tiny electronic cir­ 
cuitry to 40,000-horsepower 
propulsion motors for ships. 
The savings in fuel are not 
in proportion to the reduc­ 
tion in weight in the bigger 
scale applications because, 
after all, fuel consumption 
depends much more on the 
load put on a motor or a 
generator than on its size. 
N e v e r t h e l e s s , 
a 
spokesman for Garrett Corp. 
of Los Angeles said its 
engineers 
by 
using 
cryogenic generators have 
achieved fuel savings of 
around 8 '2 
per cent as 


compared 
with 
large 
standard 
generator-recti- 
fiers. Garrett is working on a 
project for the Navy. 
That 
would 
be 
a 
tremendous saving of oil or 
other fuel if it could be ap­ 
plied widely to ship and 
railway propulsion. But the 
Navy is more interested in 
the size reduction to save 
space aboard ships than in 
saving energy. 
Richard Cole, president of 
Helix Technology Corp. of 
Waltham, Mass., which is 
very heavily in cryogenics, 
said the immediate future of 
the industry lies in com­ 
munications, 
especially 
satellite communications; in 
the development of dense 
memory cores for super­ 
computers; in cooling in­ 
frared detector system s 
used by the military and in 
cryogenic pumps to provide 
clean high vacuum con­ 
ditions 
for 
various 
in­ 
dustries. 
Cryogenic equipment also 
is used in research on 
magnetohydrodynamics, the 


direct conversion of fuels 
into 
electrical 
energy 
without 
the 
use 
of 
a 
generator. 
Helix is developing a cryo­ 
genic refrigerator for the 
40,000-hp propulsion motor 
for an 
advanced 
Navy 
hydrofoil 
ship. 
It 
also 
recently obtained an order 
from a foreign government 
for 
liquid 
helium 
refrigerating equipment to 
be installed in a proposed 
experimental 
300-miie-an- 
hour railway train that is to 
be levitated on its tracks by 
superconducting 
magnets. 
A number of other com­ 
panies are in cryogenics. 
General 
Electric, 
for 
example, is building the 
superconductive motor for a 
Navy experim ental craft 
and has built some ex­ 
perimental superconductive 
AC generators. But the fuel 
savings with a cryogenic AC 
generator are not as good as 
Garrett reported with DC 
units. 
The electronic uses of 
cryogenics are much more 


widespread than the elec­ 
trical applications. Since 
electronic equipment in 
general is economical on 
po we r 
c o n s u m p t i o n , 
potential energy savings in 
the field are not great in 
terms of the total economy. 
But 
in 
electrical 
ap­ 
plications, 
even 
sm all 
percentage savings through 
cryogenic superconductivity 
could mount up tremen­ 
dously. 
Cole said there is another 
important aspect. The utility 
industry wants much bigger 
generators than are now 
available.

Civil War buffs and Ozark 
country 
lovers 
will 
be 
equally enthusiastic about 
Pea Ridge National Military 
Park, which preserves the 
scene where two great ar­ 
mies struggled in March, 
1862 
The park, located IO miles 
northeast of Rogers, Ark. on 
U.S -62, covers 4,200 acres of 
beautiful, rugged Ozark hills 
that look today nearly the 
same as they did during the 
big shootout 115 years ago 


There is an entrance fee of 
$1 per carload, with holders 
of the Golden Age and 
Golden 
Eagle passports 
admitted free 
The place to start your Pea 
Ridge visit is at the native 
stone visitor center, on the 
right as you enter the park 
from U S -62 Following an 
orientation at the visitor 
center museum, you may 
take a seven-mile, self- 
guiding auto tour that circles 
the park 


Alongside the road in the 
fields and forests, deer 
browze quietly in an area 
that was anything but quiet 
on March 7-8, 1862 when the 
“Gettysburg of the West’’ 
erupted and resulted in a 
Federal victory that saved 
Missouri for the Union. 
Part of the tour road 
follows the old Telegraph 
Road which stretched from 
St. Louis to Fort Smith and 
carried the Butterfield Mail 
Stages from 1858 until the 
Movie Computer 
Picks Winners

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) - 
T here’s 
a 
new 
movie 
reviewer on the scene, a 
computer which determines 
whether a new film will be a 
hit or a turkey 
The reviewer is Com-Pix, 
a Detroit based firm, which 
has fed data from 750 movies 
into computers and come 
within 3 per cent accuracy of 
what a film will earn at the 
boxoffice in a given theater 
at any time of the week, 
month or year. 
Hundreds 
of 
theaters 
around the country are 
computed by the service. 
Suppose you own a movie 
house in Des Moines and you 
are thinking about booking, 
say, “ Rollercoaster .” It 
would of enormous value to 
know in advance how much 
money you could expect to 
make by exhibiting the film 
If the Com Pix predicts it 
would bomb in your theater, 
you pass it by If the com­ 
puter predicts a boxoffice 
bonanza, you’d snap it up 
Most 
of 
the 
time 
a 
distributor takes 40 per cent 
of the boxoffice receipts of a 
film, leaving 60 per cent for 
the theater owner. With a hit 
like “Jaws,’’ however, the 
distributor takes 90 per cent, 
leaving IO percent for the 
owner. 
Right now “Star Wars’’ is 
in the 10-90 per cent class. In 
some cases, as often hap­ 
pens with big hits, the 
distributor “four walls’’ the 
film — buys out the theater 
by 
guaranteeing 
the 
overhead and then giving the 
owner a small percentage of 
profits. 
The Beverly Hills branch 
of Com-Pix, a service of 
Detroit’s Cogitate, is headed 
by Bud Fine, who believes 
his 
outfit 
takes 
the 
guesswork out of movies. 
“Our reviewer sees a film 
as soon after ifs completed 
as possible,’’ he said “He or 
she is not a critic, but a 
person 
with 
a 
good 
knowledge 
of 
movies, 
directors and stars. 
“ He fills out a form listing 
50 categories which are 
judged according to quality 
and quantity The data is 


then fed into our computers 
which mixes more than 2,500 
judgments per movie with 
the history of each theater in 
regard to day of the week 
and week of the year.’’ 
Fine produced a Com-Pix 
review er form 
Included 
among its 50 ca' cgories were 
such film components as 
adventure, violence, sex, 
horror, 
fantasy, 
teen 
orientation (very im por­ 
tant), ethnic content and 
science-fiction 
Reviewers rate each film 
for the degree of the various 
components along with four 
constants — star value, 
director-producer value, its 
rating and title appeal. 
These considerations are 
mixed with the individual 
theater’s track record with 
films it has shown during the 
past three years. The result 
is the financial projection. 
“We’re not perfect,” Fine 
said in something of an 
understatement. 
“But we want to stay 
within an acceptable per­ 
centage of accuracy. The 
worst prediction was 28 per 
cent off the mark. The best is 
3 
per cent. 
Our mean 
projection is 18 per cent 
accuracy.” 
Most exhibitors would be 
happy to know within 18 per 
cent what the boxoffice take 
will be on a given picture in 
their theaters. 
Com-Pix is relatively new 
and its primary customer is 
the Krim theater chain in 
Michigan (14 houses) and 32 
associated theaters. Fine 
predicts a boom in theater 
customers. 
Unless a picture has been 
released and shows some 
sort of track record, a 
theater owner is buying a pig 
in a poke when he accepts a 
film All he can rely on is his 
own judgment of a movie. 
Com-Pix offers him an 
alternative for about $10 a 
week. That doesn’t sound 
expensive, Fine said, but a 
chain 
with 
a 
hundred 
theaters might consider the 
service costly, even though 
each house would be rated 
individually. 
“We determine how a film 
will do in a theater by 


com paring 
it 
with 
the 
theater’s boxoffice receipts 
over the past year or two, 
taking into account the 
amount of advertising and 
promotion it gets in the 
media,” Fine said. 
“We don’t predict whether 
a picture will be a hit on a 
national scale. That would 
be useless to the individual 
exhibitor. 
A 
film 
like 
‘Network’ obviously will do 
better in a big city theater 
than in a rural community” 
Now some distributors are 
interested in Com-Pix. They 
figure if they have an ad­ 
vance idea of what a picture 
will do in a theater they can 
better judge the percentage 
to ask from the exhibitor. 
Some distributors refuse 
to show their films to Com- 
Pix, unhappy with the fact 
that theater owners will 
knock 
down 
their 
per­ 
centages if the movie look 
like a bomb. 
An important footnote to 
Com-Pix projections for 
theater 
owners 
is 
the 
prediction of how much 
popcorn and candy will be 
sold in the lobby with 
movies. 
As Com-Pix grows and 
computes 
the 
boxoffice 
records of each film, its 
accuracy will increase with 
the additional data. 
It’s 
not 
impossible 
someday that a movie will be 
determined a hit or a turkey 
before it is shown in a single 
theater.

Beaver 
Lake, 
IO miles 
distant. 
Beaver Lake is a 30,000-

School Testing Overdone

Schools across America, 
pressured to prove they re 
doing a good job, give oodles 
of standardized tests to 
students in grades one to 12. 
This is to prove that school 
A is doing as well as schools 
B through Z in the magic art 
of making learning catch on 
with boys and girls. 
Critics, however, knock 
the tests as characterized by 
am biguous 
questions, 
cultural bias, and numerous 
sources of error in scoring. 
As a result, say the critics, 
man> tests are unfair to lots 
of students. School boards, in 
a new report, are told to 
expect increasing and “often 
appropriate” criticism of 
standardized 
achievement 
testing. 
The tests also are ex­ 
pensive. The report, from 
the National School Boards 
Association, 
says 
stan­ 
dardized testing of 17 million 
pupils each year costs at 
least $34 million just for the 
test. 
“An average test costs $2 
including booklet, answer 
sheet, computerized scoring,

and reporting of scores.” 
The $34 million is shared 
by several publishers in­ 
cluding Science Research 
A s s o c ia te s 
( S R A ) ; 
H a r c o u r t . 
B r a c e , 
Jovanovich; Educational 
Testing Service (ETS); and 
Houghton Mifflin, among 
others. 
The report urges school 
boards to be prepared to 
defend or change the testing 
programs for students in 
their districts. 
The actual cost of testing 
goes ‘way beyond the $34 
million. 
“The cost does not include 
the much more expensive 
but uncalculated cost for 
time of school district staff 
who purchase, 
distribute, 
administer, 
interpret 
and 
file tests and test data,” the 
report notes. 
“Nor does it include any 
reckoning of the value of 
student time given to testing, 
time that might have been 
devoted to other activity.” 
Critics quoted in the report 
say the tests are not an 


Collins Letter 
Raps President 


Congressman Jim Collins 
of the Texas Third District 
today announced that he has 
sent a letter to President

DEAR PO LLY — I would like to pass on some of my food, 
money, time and temper savers Buy in quantity and things 
that are on sale if possible Divide meat into useable sized por­ 
tions (hamburger patties, ham slices, etc 1 and spread out in 
plastic bags or on trays to freeze until dry enough to package 
compactly without them sticking together 
Any desired 
amount is then easily available This also works with green 
beans, peas and serving sized toppings of whipped cream 
I buy whole chickens as they are cheaper and put half of the 
cut up pieces in the bottom of a bread wrapper, give the bag a 
couple of twists to divide it and then add the rest of the 
chicken 
Either a whole or half chicken is then easily 
available 
Sort raw fruits and vegetables promptly Use first the things 
that are the most perishable and perhaps not quite as fresh 
looking as others I open plastic bags of potatoes and think 
they keep better when dryer Cabbage, celery, etc. will keep 
for days if one manages the moisture I put them in bread 
wrappers and leave the ends open If they start to get too dry I 
moisten them a bit and close the end of the bag more. If food 
gets too damp I trim it, put it in a clean bag and open the end 
more 
I even put raw peaches, apple sauce, cooked noodles, etc in 
bread wrappers in meal-sized amounts with twists in between 
The same goes for sausage, link fashion, and then freeze You 
can then remove just the amount needed and get it ready for 
cooking much quicker than when in a regular container

gave Marshall a 2-0 lead in 


the second inning and Dave 
May doubled home Bump 
Wills to give the Rangers a 3- 
0 lead in the third. 
May singled home Juan 
Beniquez with an unearned 
run in the sixth which sent 
Cleveland starter and loser 
Jim Bibby, 5-4, to the 
showers and Jim Sundberg 
tripled home a pair of runs 
off reliever Jim Kern to end 
Texas’ scoring in the ninth.
